Not Laid to Him 


Guy Marshall Surrenders to 
Illinois Sheriff and Volun- 
teers to Return—Coroner’s 
Jury Had Found Murder 
by “Parties Unknown.” 


Dawson, Ga., May 19.—(Special.)— 


That Guy Marshall had confessed to the 
killing of Dan Eaton, well-known Ter- 
rell county farmer, was willing 
to return here without extradition pa- 
pers, was’the statement contained in 
a telegram received Saturday by Sher- 
iff J. Z, Turner from Sheriff Guy W. 
Gingers, at Rockford, Il. 

Marsiiall is a young white man 22 
years ojd, with prominent family con- 
nections in this county. He lived on 
a farm which adjoined Eaton's and left 
the county a short time ago while the 
coroner's jury was investigating the 
killing. | 

No evidence was found, however, 
which connected him with the crime 
and the verdict of the corener’s jury 
was that Baton came to his death at 
the hands of unknown parties. 

Bator was shot twice while he was 
alone in his home at night and his dead 
body was not discovered until several 
days afterwards. 

Friday evening Sheriff Turner re- 
ceived the following telegram from 
Sheriff Ginders: “Do you want Guy 
“Marshall? If so, answer, stating re- 
ward and reason.” 

Sheriff Turner thereupon wired the 
Rockford official, telling him of the 
Baton murder and the disappearance 
of Marshall, his neighbor. It was in 
answer to this message that Sheriff 
Ginders told by wire of the young 
man’s arrest there and his confession. 

Sheriff Turner left last night for 
Rockford to bring’ Marshall back to 
Dawson. Superior court convenes in 
regular session here Monday and it is 
expected the grand jury will promptly 
investigate the matter.

ference of the Methodist church the

themselves in a very discouraging 
situation. If half the rumors of 
what has occurred may be credited, 
they will be dumb if they do and 
they wil be dumb if they don't! 

In 1910 the women of the Home 
Missionary society petitioned the 
general conference at Asheville for 
recognition as full members of the 
church on the same basis as lay- 
men. They sent in at this time 
six hundred and thirty-seven pe- 
titions and one hundred and forty- 
five memorials from missionary 
societies, annual and district con- 
ferences, all signed by both men 
and women, boards of stewards 
and many churches. There is no 
record of such a strong appeal ever 
before being sent to any body on 
this subject. But the petition was 
denied by an overwhelming vote. 

Meanwhile at this. same confer- 
ence the various women’s boards 
were consolidated under a general 


board or council and their work 
was absorbed by the church The 
women who represented these 


- 


boards were induced to sign away’ 
. their rights on the promise that 
ten women should be elected in the 
general board along with ten lay- 
men. 

LEGAL TITLES ALL 

WOMEN NOW HAVE. 

All that remained to them now 
of their two million dollars’ worth 
of property was the legal titles to 
it in the various states where it 
was located. These they have kept 
in spite of every art and pressure 
brought to bear. But the church 
has had the use of these proper- 
ties and has _ received annually 
nearly $600,000 from these devoted 
women ‘besides, which has been 
used pretty much as the bishops 
and those ten laymen chose to use 
it, and without much serious con- 
sideration of how the ten women 
members of the board (or cpuncil 
or whatever it is) wanted to use it. 

In 1914 the general conference at 
Oklahoma City again dénied the 
women’s petition for full member- 
ship in the church, that is to say, 
laity rights. 

At this general conference they 
once more petitioned for these 
rights—with shocking results!

Fate Sunday Afternoon;

Valdosta, Ga., May 19.—Mary Turner, 
wife of Hayes Turner, was hanged this 
afternoon at Folsom’s bridge over Lit- 
tle river, about sixteen miles north of 
Valdosta. Hayes Turner was hanged 
at the Okapilco river én Brooks county 
last njght. His wife, it is claimed made 
unwise remarks today about the execu- 
tion of her husband and the people in 
their indignant mood took exceptions 
to her remarks, as well as her attitude, 
and without waiting for nightfall took 
her to the river where she was hanged 
and her body riddled with bullets. 

It is also claimed that a ggid watch 
belonging to the murdered man, Hamp- 
ton Smith, was found in her possession 
and that the plot to kill had been laid 
in her house. 

This makes five persons lynched in 
this section as a result of the Smith 
tragedy at Barney. All of Sydney 
Johnson's relatives, including his moth- 
er and father, were landed in jail here 
last night. Tonight, owing to the in- 
creased feeling among the people, the 
jail is being strongly guarded to pre- 
vent trouble. Besides the chase after 
Sidney Johnsom posses are tonight 
looking for other negroes in this sec- 
tion and feeling among both white and 
black seems to be growing more in- 
tense. 

On Thursday night two negroes stole 
a shotgun from Hampton Smith at Bar- 
ney and snot and killed Smith in his 
home. Mrs. Smith fled from the house 
and was attacked.

SEVERAL PERSONS HURT 
IN COLLISION SUNDAY 


Taxicab Loaded With Soldiers 
and Camp Street Car 
in Smash. 


Several persons were injured when 
a Camp Gordon trolley car collided 
with a taxicab late Sunday night on 
Peachtree road near the line of Ful- 
ton and DeKalb counties. 

Private William Wolf, of company 
H, 327th infantry. Camp Gordon, was 
hurried to the Grady hospital in a se- 
rious condition by a party who was 
passing in an automobile. His in- 
juries were found to consist of a badly 
dislocated shoulder and many bruises. 

A soldier from Camp Gordon, who 
gave the name of Private Shepard, 
was carried to Davis-Fischer  suffer- 
ing from an ugly cut on the back of 
the head.

Budgets Pared Down 

Railroads this year asked much more 
than was actually approved, and the 
railroad administration eliminated 
$349,247,000, or nearly one-fourth of 
the proposals. In paring down the bud- 
gets to this extent, the administration 
made it plain that most of its decisions 
may be reconsidered later in the light 
of any growing necessity or lack of 
need of betterments. 

In general], the eastern trunk lines 
were given generous sums for improve- 
ments and equipments, to enable thera 
better to handle the great flood of traf- 
fic to the Atlantic seaboard for move- 
ment to Europe. In many cases, how- 
ever, the budgets were cut sharply. 


Improvements to Be Made. 

Part of the capital will be supplied 
by the government from the $500,000, - 
000 revolving fund of the railroad ad- 
ministration, although advances wil] be 
repaid eventually by the individual 
roads. Wherever possible. railroads 
will fimance their own enterprises, 
without government aid, but «he rail- 
road administration may buv bonds or 
other securities issued by the railroad 
to finance the capital propositions. 

Examination of the roads budgets 
has been directed by Robert S. Lovett, 
chief of the railroad administration's 
division of capital expenditures, snd 
John Skelton Williams, director of 
finance and purchase. In disapproving 
certain ite.ns, Director General McAdoo 
adopts the same policy for railroads 
which, as secretary of the treasury, he 
asks other business interests to adopt 
as a@ war measuré®. 

Not only does the railroad adminis- 
tration exercise a restraiping power 
over railroads’ expansion of capital 
projects, but it also ‘has avithority to 
compel roads to make certain eaten- 
sions which appear necessary. 

’ Southern Gets $29,000,000. 

The figures made public today show 
that the New York Central was given 
$70,000,000, the biggest allowance, and 
practically all the road asked. Other

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IANS PULSE 
MARY GERMAN RAD 


Gen. Pershing in His Com- 
munique Also Reports Vic- 
tories for U. S. Airmen. 


Washington, May 19.—General] Persh- 
ing’s communique issued tonight by 
the war department announces the re- 
pulse of enemy raids last night in Pic- 
ardy and in Lorraine and the repulse 
of another today in the Lorraine sec- 
stor. In the Wouvre, it says, there has 
been continuous aerial activity and 
American planes have engaged in sev- 
eral successful encounters. 

The air fights of Lieutenant Ricken- 
baker, Captain Petefson and Lieutenant 
Chambers, previously described in press 
dispatches, are recorded in the com- 
munique. 

The German wireless press is quot- 
ed as announcing that the bread ration 
will be reduced June 16 from 200 to 
160 grams because of the uncertainty 
concerning supplies from Ukraine. 

The official statement follows: 

“Section A—In Picardy, in Lorraine, 
hostile raids were repulsed with loss 
to the enemy in killed and wounded. 
In the Wouvre there was continuous 
aerial activity, our planes engaging 
successfully in several encounters. 

‘Section B—Early this morning in 
the Lorraine section a strong enemy 
patrol of 20 to 25 men attempted a 
raid on ong of our advanced positions. 
The raid was a complete failure and 
the enemy in retreating left one of 
their number déad in our trench. 

“Last evening north of Toul Lieu- 
tenant Rickenbacker, flying at 5,000 
meters, was pursuing an Albatross type 
Plane when a second machine came be- 
tween them. Lieutenant Rickenbacker 
struck the tail of the second machine, 
taking it off and apparently forcing 
the hostile plane down out of control. 

“Although his own machine was 
badly damaged, he succeeded in return- 
ing safely to his own lines. 

“At about the same time, Captain Pe- 
terson, attacked a two-seated machine 
signaled to him in the vicinity of St. 
Mihiel. The enemy machine descended, 
apparently falling in a nose dive. 

‘Lieutenant Chambers, at about the 
same time, engaged two hostile ma- 
chines, of which one was seen to fall. 
The other was pursued without result. 

“The German wireless press of May 
17, announces that in view of uncer- 
tainty concerning supplies from 
lvkraine, the bread ration will be re- 
duced from 200 to 160 grams, from 
June 16.”

GERMANS AND GUNS 
TAKEN BY BRITISH 
ON AMIENS FRONT 


London, May 19.—The village of Ville- 
Sur-Ancre, north of Morlancourt, has 
been recaptured by the British, the 
Australian troops making a successful 
raid during the night, in which they 
took 360 prisoners and 20 machine gune. 
According to Field Marshal Haig’s re- 
port tonight, the casualties on the 
British side in this operation were 
light. 

The text of the report reads: 

“A local operation during the night 
at Ville-Sur-Ancre was completely suc- 
cessful. Australian troops carried the 
German positions in and around the vil- 
lage, which now is in our possession, 
and captured 360 prisoners and twenty 
machine guns. Our casualties were 
light. 

“We carried out successfully a raid 
today on a hostile post southwest of 
Meteren and inflicted casualties on the 
garrison. 

“Om the remainder of the front there 
was only artillery activity on bot 
sides in different sectors.”’ 

The British day statement reads: 

“A minor enterprise was successful- 
ly undertaken by us last night in the 
neighborhood of Ville-Sur-Ancre, north- | 
west of Morlancourt. Our positions in 
this locality have been improved and a 
number of prisoners and machine guns 
have been captured by our troops. 

“Successful raids in which we cap- 
tured a few prisoners and four machine 
guns were carried out by us also north- 
west of Albert and in the neighborhood 
of Hamel. 

“A raid attempted by the enemy 
northeast of Bethune was repulsed by 
our fire before reaching our lines. 


GERMAN REPORT 
ON OPERATIONS. 


Berlin, May 19.—(Via London.)—The 
official communication, from general 
headquarters says: AX 

“West of Iulloch the Bxitist/attacked 
with several companies, t/ were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses. 

.*‘ Between Arras and Albert the enemy 
was especially active and our batteries 
here were many times subjected to a 
violent fire. Elsewhere the infantry 
activity was limited to reconnaissances.

Answering the first indictment. may I not 
be permitted to say that for many years I 
have been engaged in construction work and 
have been able to furnish thousands of 
Georgians with employment, and I chal- 
lenge Mr. Harris to find a man in my or- 
ganization who will say that I have not 
given him a fair wage and a square deal. 

When the war came on practically all 
private work was stopped, and, as did many 
other contractors, I immediately applied for 
government work. The first contract award- 
ed to my company was the construction of 
the detention camp for German prisoners 
at Fort McPherson. This job was awarded 
locally and was secured by my company 
without the aid or knowledge of Congress- 
man Howard, except so far as all con- 
tractors were aided by the entire Georgia 
Gelegation in congress who protested against 
the importation into this state of eastern 
eontractors and foreign laborers. 

Questionaires Filed. 

_When this job had been completed our 
q@uestionaires under the regulations of the 

vernment were filed with the department 
n Washington, and the splendid record 
which we had made in time, quality and low 
cost maintained our good standing as con- 
tractors and demonstrated to the govern- 
ment officlais our ability to handle satis- 
factorily any contract that might be award- 

ad us. All work secured by our company 
thereafter was awarded upon a competitive 
basis. 

At the time I filed the questionaire for 
my company Congressman Howard did for 
me what he did:for every other Georgian 
who applied—introduced him to the chair- 
man of the committee on emergency con- 
struction, : 

f Mr. Harris had known the chairman of 
the emergency construction committee and 
had been asked, would he have done less? 
His charge against my concern clearly in- 
dicates that he is opposed to Georgia con- 
tractors and Georgia mechanics being con- 
sidered upon an equal basis with outside 
contractors and workmen. 


If Mr. Harris is’ further to attack me or

the Georgia papers. 
It will be remembered that 
'time Mr. Howard's little boy had h a seri- 
/ous operation for mastoiditis, and }n the 
'Sunday afternoon of my arrival in Wash- 
‘ington I called at Mr. Howard's home to 
j make inquiry about his little son's condi- 
,; tion. When I arrived I found several other 
|friends there. Only once was politics re- 
,ferred to on that occasion. Mr. Howard 
, himself asked me about the senatorial sit- 
| uation in Georgia. Without in any way 
‘discussing his own probable candidacy, my 
|reply was that it was ‘‘about the same old 
seven and six,’’ and that I knew of no 
changes. 

This was the last time that I saw Mr. 
Howard to talk to him until about Friday 
during the week. At that time I was in 
‘the capitol with a friend who desired to 
; make a social call upon Congressman How- 
ard and asked me to accompany him. This 
{tI did. It was on this occasion that Mr. 
/Howard informed us that he had made up 
hig mind to enter the senatorial race, stat- 
, ing that he had arrived at this decision in 
' response to requests from all over Georgia. 

Mr. Harris undertakes to accredit me with 
getting Mr. Howard to make the race. No 
one would be prouder of having done this 
than myself if it were true, for the Geor- 
gians who persuaded him to make this race, 
in my judgment, did a great public service. 

Mr. Harris is quoted as saying further 
in his speech: 

“T have information that J. R. Smith, of 
Atlanta, and Mr. Howard did go to Secre- 
tary Tumulty and to him they urged that 
Howard was the man to make the race for 
the senate in Georgia, and that I could not 
succeed. Contractor Smith, I have no doubt, 
did not fail to improve an opportunity to 
boost Mr. Howard as a sort of return cour- 
tesy for the favors Bill Sly had done him 
in landing camp contracts; but there was 
no foundation for the statement that these 
gentlemen discussed the Georgia situation 
with the president.’’ 

The Call Upon Tumulty. 

If all the information that Mr. Harris has 
in connection with his campaign is as ground- 
less as that suggested in this reference to 
}me, his ship is gone. I have never in my 
llife called on Mr. Tumulty to discuss poli- 
‘tics in any manner whatsoever in connec- 
tion with the senatorial or any other race 
in this or any other state. Mr. 
who is secretary to the president, 
an engagement vith the president for Mr. 
Howard and myself nearly a@ year ago. 
While waiting some five or ten minutes to 
be received by the president and after dis- 
cussing the weather conditions with Mr. 
Tumulty he casually asked me about the 
senatorial situ on in Georgia. My reply 
was that the people were taking no inter- 
est, except that I believed when the time 
came Senator Hardwick, who was opposing 
the administration and the war program, 
would be defeated by some strong demo- 
crat. I call the people of Georgia to wit- 
ness that the contest remained without in- 
terest until Mr. Howard entered the race 
and vitalized it. 

But why discuss what Mr. Tumulty, a 
citizen of New Jersey, says, when the con- 
stitution of the United States fixes the re-

Strong Men Elected to the 
Bishopric, Practically All 
the Men Raised to Bishop- 
ric Being in Sympathy 
With Progressive Move- 
ment.

With the general conference of the 
Soithern Methodist church over and the 
great majority of the delegates on their 
way home, leaders of the church are of 
the opinion that the meeting just closed 


was the greatest deliberative body of 
Methodists ever gathered together, and 


that it accomplishd a wonderful amount 
of most important legislation. 
The general conference proposed for 


the southern Methodists a vast finan- 
cial campaign. for the coming four 
years. The missionary centennial was 
launched, proposing to raise $35,000,000 
for the continuation and extension of 
missionary work. An educational cam- 
paign was started, proposing to raise 
$23,000,000 for that phase of Methodist 
endeavor; another campaign involving 
a large sum of money is that of the 
fund for superannuates; a-~war work 
commission was organized, requiring 
$1,000,000 a vear for four years. Be- 
Sides these several other plans were set 
going involving smaller sunis. The 
| sreat denomination is keeping apace 
with the commercial world, in that it 
thinks in millions. 


A Great Body of Men. 


| The general conference was indeed a 
|B8reat body. Three hundred and fifty 
men, from many states, of different 
‘vocations, of varied temperaments: min- 
listers, laymen, physicians, bankers, 
merchants, business men, yet all of a 
higher-than-the-average intelligence 
| gathered for three weeks with but one 
,idea in mind, that of promoting the 
| development of God's kingdom among 
/men as espoused by the Methodist de- 
_ nomination? Such a large gathering 
|Of such uniformly high-grade men ‘Ss 
seldom seen. 
! The conference is not sufficiently far 


removed to make clear forecasts as to} 


'its ultimate influence. Yet, it is cer- 
tain that this conference will have 
great effect upon the ongoing of the 
Southern Methodist denomination, as 
well as upon Methodism in America. 
'The conference plans for future work 
measure up to the fullest demands of 
‘the coming day, both ‘in temporal and 
‘apart affairs. The conference was 
not reluctant to follow the vision and 
| take aggressive steps accordingly. Laws 
| were repealed, changed and created: in- 
| stitutions of the church were modified 
or brought into existence as the spirit 
of the times seemed to demand. Loy- 
alty, efficiency, effectiveness were the 
inspirational words all the way 
through. And the great church found- 
ed by Wesley will go forth with renew- 
ed vigor. Dissensions will be largely 
dissipated, a concentrated effort made 
and a single ambition dominate. 

The conference, despite its difter- 
ences in debates and arguments, was a 
unit on one thing: giving highest

Two Unusual Incidents. 


Two extremely unusual things hap- 
pened at this general conference. A 
man, elected bishop, refused to accept 
; the office, and another, whv would 
|have been elected, cast a vote in keep- 
‘ing with his convictions, knowing that 
it would cost him his election, and saw 
his chances vanish like mists before a 
rising sun. When Dr. F. N. Parker 
could not get his conscientious conse.it 
to accept the bishopric, despite the ap- 
peals of bishops, laymen and ministers, 
and refused to be consecrated, he did 
the unusual thing; and when Dr. J. E. 
Dickey cast his vote in keeping with 
his convictions, knowingly losing his 
conceded election to the bishopric, he 
did the extremely unusual thing. These 
two incidents show that ideals in some 
men are more powerful than aught 
else. 

The election of six new bishops was 
the one big thing in the conference for 
the first two weeks. Like “Button, 
button, who’s got the button,” general 
conference delegates for ten or twelve 
full days let their conversation be dom- 
inated by the question, “Bishops, bish- 
ops, who'll be made bishops?” Thou- 
sands of interviews were had, and 
hundreds of printed advertiseinents 
were distributed by friends of the va- 
rious men mentioned for the great of- 
fice. Yet the campaign was based on 
high lines. Every man elevated to the 
bishopric..is strong, efficient, prepared 
and ready for hard work, and d+ter- 
mined. Tremendous’ responsibilities 
rest upon their shoulders and hearts, 
and they are infinitely more human 
than the millions judge them to be. It 
is esier to criticise a workman than 
to do as well as he. So long as men 
‘are allowed to follow the dictates of 
their own desires and the devil is run- 
'ning loose in the world, men will make 
mistakes. But the bishops, as a rule, 
are holy men of God, and oftentimes 
suffer under their large responsibilities 
undreamed of by the world at large. 

It is an interesting study to consider 
the attitude of the new bishops with 
reference to the progressive move- 
ments that have been fomented in cer- 


tain circles of the Methodists. Taking 
their vote on the question of overrid-

ing the veto of the bishops in the con- 
ference action of women’s laity rights, 
each of the new men may be judged a 
progressive man, for each one cf them 
voted to-override the veto. It ts a 
well-known fact that several of the 
new bishops are emphatically in favor 
of Methodist union, and have labored 
in effort to bring it about. Tne zenera! 
sentiment that prevailed among the 
conference menmrbers is that the new 
‘bishops are progressives, with possibly 
one exception. 
Did Not Bear Full Fruit. 

The laymen’s agitation for a revision 
of the discipline did not bear ful] fruit. 
However, much that the laymen con- 
tended for was enacted. The time lim- 
it was lifted and lay representation in 
annual conference was increased 100 
per cent. They failed in the matter of 
creating a judicial council and requir- 
ing bishops to live in their episcopal 
territory. The laymen’s agitation, like 
a massage, will have a good effect, 
stimulating and invigorating the 
satisfy the cry for democracy in 
church as a whole and doing much to 
church, as they interpreted it. 

The five conferences of Methodism 
received consideration, and new fea- 
tures introduced. The church confer- 
ence remains with the same powers, 
only that conference will be held oft- 
ener and more universally. The quar- 
terly conference remains the same. The 
district conference remains as of yore, 
with power given it to elect as lay 
delegates to annual conference eight 
men instead of four. The annual con- 
ference retains it former position, with 
doubled lay membership, and preach- 
ers’ appointments made for an indef- 
inite period from year to year, on con- 
ditions, The general conference con- 
tinues the one legislative body of the 
church, meeting quadrennially, with 
membership reduced. 

The removal of the time limit was 
one of the paramount issues in the 
general conference. The law from this 
date on is that a Methodist pastor shall 
receive his appointment one year at 
a time, and at the end of the fourth 
year, on request of his quarterly con- 
ference and the concurrent ballot of 
a majority of the presiding elders in 
the annual conference, may be appoint- 
ed to the same charge for more than 
four years. No new law was enacted 
touching presiding elders, and they are 
still under the rule of four years to 


one district, or at most, not more than 
four consecutive years on the same 


district. 

The final disposition df the woman's 
laity rights questions remains to be de- 
termined. The conference heavily 
voted to give the women of the church 
full laity rights. The college of bish- 
ops declared that action unconstitu- 
tional. The conference then, by a vote 
of 265 to 57, overruled the bishops’ 
veto, and sent the matter to the annual 
conferences. During the next twelve 
months the bishops are instructed to 
ask the annual conferences, “Shall al] 
women of the church be eligible for 
election to quarterly conferences, to 
district conferences, to annual confer- 
ences and to the general conferences?’ 
Each annual conference will vote on 
the matter. If three-fourths of the an- 
nual conferences vote yes, the question 
will be returned to the next general 
conference in 1922, and if that general 
conference by a two-thirds majority 
vote shall say yes, the matter becomes 
law, effective at that time. Until 
then the women are in the same offi- 
cial relation they have sustained here- 
tofore. 

Church Unification Nearer. 

Church unification is now neayver to 
accomplishment than ever befure. This 
gweneral conference wanted church uni- 
fication, and said so. The conference 
voted to continue the commission. and 
passed a far-reaching resopition, de- 
claring that, if the southern and north- 
ern commissions in joint session should 
‘ind some plan of unification agree- 
avle to both, and which should be ap- 
proved by the Methodist Episcopa) 
church general conference in 1920, the 
bishops of the southern church should 
have authority to call an extra session 
of this general conference to ratify 
the action. 

An outstanding feature of thts’ con- 
ference was its tendency to debate. No 
legislative body has ever’ witnessed 
more spirited debates, and never be- 
fore did men try so hard to gain their 
points. Yet, in all the debates and 
soars: no unkind word was 
spoken. wo men tried it. and they 
were hissed. 

A student of psychology would havea 
found much to interest him in the dem- 
onstrations of emotion by the grest 
body. The most profound demonstra- 
tion of emotion this writer ever saw 
occurred Friday morning at the con- 
clusion of the fraternal address by Dr. 
Wallace McMullin. The address was a 
musterful one ‘within itself. In logic, 
sweep of thought, and in spirit it was 
perfect and a piece of genuine elo- 
auence. For 45 minutes 500 people sat 
truly spellbound. There was no su- 
perficiality. Men’s hearts, hearts that 
are strong and consecrated, were 
stirred to their innermost depths, were 
mightily moved. Moved too much for 
applause, held by an unseen power. 
When the speaker took his seat and 
the audience relaxed, men wept and 
shouted. From the humblest visit>r 
and delegate in the audience to the 
bishops on the rostrum it was with 
great effort that they restrained them- 
selves.

made by L. Prior, naval architect, 
which was made public today.

IDLE HANDS AND THE LAW. 


Just before its adjournment the other 


‘day the legislature of New York passed an 


act requiring all able-bodied men between 
i8 and 50 years of age to be “habitually and 
regularly engaged in some lawful, useful and 
recognized profession, business, occupation, 
trade or employment, until the termination 
of ‘the war.” 

Governor Whitman promptly affixed his 
signature to the bill, thus making it law, but 
in his memorandum of approval he expressed 
a measure of doubt as to its constitution- 
ality. 

It is to be noped that the act is consti- 
tutionally sound, because if it is proven so 


to be it will undoubtedly serve a splendid 


purpose and set a fine precedent for the 
legislatures of other states in which idle 
ness and willful aversion to useful toil is 
proving an actual national deterrent. 

The New York anti-sluggard statute is 
made operative upon rich’ and poor alike. 
It makes no difference whether the able- 
bodied man between 18 and 50 is in receipt 
of income sufficient to sustain him without 
daily work, or whether he is as poor as a 
church mouse—loitering and lounging about 
in the streets, saloons, depots, pool rooms, 
hotels, stores or elsewhere is to be taken 
as prima facie evidence of a violation of the 
law, and subjects the offender to three 
months’ imprisonment or a fine of $100, 
or both. 

The New York Sun editorially “doubts 
the expediency” of going quite that far. 


“Suppose,” it argues— 


a man by the timé he reaches the age 
of 40 has, by industry and perseverance, 
made enough money to support himself 
for the rest of his life. The state of New 
York, under this new law, will force him 
to go to work again, willy nilly. Does 
not this savor somewhat of petty 
tyranny? 

Were the world running smoothly, and 
conditions normal—when whatever any man 
did or did not do was nobody’s but his own 
business, so long, of course, as he trans- 
gressed no rights nor trespassed upon the 
pleasures of another—such legislation would 
not be needed. 

But with a large part of our best young 
manhood out in the battlefields fighting for 
the benefit of the rest of us, the least that 
any of us can do is to work to sustain them 
and insure their service against the possi- 
bility of proving service in vain.

the state department of agriculture . show. 


deplorable remissness on the part of Georgia 
in the matter of sheep-raising. 

These show that during the last twent 
years the number of sheep on Georgia farms 
has been gradually dwindling year by year. 
In 1899, to be exact, the records.show that 
Georgia lands supported 327,584 of those 
animals; in 1901 the number had slumped 
to 271,534; a still further reduction, to 187,- 
644, was shown in 1910, which fell to 166,000 
in 1914, and still further to 144,000 head in 
1918. 

Had these numerical changes taken place 
in exact ratio with the changing importance 
and value of the animal the figures would be 
precisely opposite in direction of variation; 


“the scale would be ascendent instead of de- 


scendent, because wool and mutton and 
sheep for breeding purposes have been con- 
stantly rising in value, while sheep produc- 
tion in Georgia has been constantly declin- 
ing. . 

There is something wrong here. 

During the last year the Georgia Land- 
owners’ association has been making aggres- 
sive efforts to bring the sheep industry in 
this state up to a point commensurate with 
local advantages. To this end it has been 


instrumental in bringing several sheep grow 


ers from the over-grazed sections of the west 


>t 
o niakakaatatatazatal 
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—and in search of new and greener pastures 
—to this state to look over the situation and 
“size it up.” Those men have been united 
in declaring that, in their opinion, there is- 
no other part of the United States that sur- 
passes Georgia—especially the broad, pine 
wooded expanses of south Georgia—in point 
of natural adaptation to advantageous sheep 
culture. | 

It is probable that before long many thou- 
sands of western sheep wilt be brought to 
Georgia ranges; but, so say these men, before 
we may reasonably hope to achieve our 
proper “place in the sun” as a “sheep state” 
we must remove the first and foremost ob- 
stacle thereto, and that is the predatory, 
sheep-killing dog. A proposal] is under con- 
sideration by congress to enact a law, 
nation-wide in its scope, to curb the dog 
menace to the sheep industry—so serious has 
the domestic wool situation become—but re- 
gardless of possible federal legislation, our 
own lawmakers doubtless could do much 
and well by giving this matter some serious 
consideration between now and the conven- 
ing of the 1918 legislative session, with a 
view to outlawing the worthless cur in 
Georgia when the assembly meets next June. 

And in the meantime let the sheepless 
farmers of this most favored state of the 
union consider at what a loss to themselves 
they are permitting their state to slip back- 
ward, year by year, in sheep production, 
while the prices of sheep products are con- 
stantly mounting higher and higher. 


BUDGET SYSTEM ON THE WAY. 


Sponsored by Senator John Sharp Wil- 
liams, of Mississippi, a resolution has been 
introduced in the senate proposing the es- 
tablishment of a budget committee to have 
general supervision over all appropriations 
and federal revenue raising legislation. 

The proposed committee would be com- 
posed of the chairmen of the committees on 
appropriations, finance, judiciary, military 
affairs, naval affairs and foreign relations, 
together with the senior minority members 
of the first four committees named; and it 
would constitute a sort of clearing house 
and sifting medium for the intelligent con- 
sideration of all appropriation and fiscal 
legislation before it is passed on to the 
senate. 

While this resolution does not go the 
whole way, it goes part of the way toward 
a comprehensive budget system—something 
that is badly needed, and that has been 
urgently recommended by President Wil- 
son, as it was by Mr. Taft when he was this 
country’s chief executive. 

Such a system would mean a vast saving 
to the people and greatly expedite the long- 
drawn-out annual process of enacting legis- 
lation to provide the revenues with which 
to run the governmental machinery for the 
ensuing year. Undoubtedly, too, it would be 
the means of holding the appropriations to 
lines more in keeping with actual needs, 
eliminating guesswork in connection there- 
with, curbing extravagances and at the same 
time safeguarding against undue skimping 
in bureaus likely'to be slighted or overlooked 
under the present haphazard, unsystematic 
policy of providing for the country’s fiscal 
needs. 

The budget system is the only business- 
like system; and the sooner the United 
States government can get set firmly upon 
that basis the better. 
needed to meet war conditions, but it will 
be found proportionately sane and benefi- 
cial during the forthcoming years of peace. 


“POOR LO” AND THE WAR. 


Records of the commissioner of Indian 
affairs show that more than $7,500,000 of the 
first and second Liberty Loan bonds were 
subscribed by American Indians; and, while 
exact figures have not yet been compiled, 
it is stated that “Poor Lo” made even a bet- 
ter showing in the third Liberty Bond cam- 
paign. 

Throughout the west thousands of dollars 
have been poured into the Red Cross treas- 
ury from the Indian reservations, and it is 
reported that the Indians of one district of 
Oklahoma are, without an exception, mem- 
bers of that organization and financial con- 
tributors to its war relief work fund. 

More than that, many of the better edu- 
cated Indians, men and women, have “taken 
the stump” in behalf of the country’s war 
enterprises, urging and pleading with their 
fellow tribesmen and their white neighbors 
and associates as well, to contribute liber. 
ally to the federal government, the Red 
Cross, the Y. M. C. A., and other organiza- 
tions engaged in war or war-relief work. 

Several thousands of Indians have en- 
listed in the military or the naval service, 
and a large number are today fighting in 
France. Many of those enlisting were not 
citizens, and consequently not subject to 
conscription, but they waived their exemp- 
tion rights and took up arms in defense of 
their native land. 

“We must win the war,” one Indian re- 
cently wrote to the commissioner. “Indian 
ana*white must take up the cross!” 

They make good soldiers, too, according 
to army officers, eager to get into the fight- 
ing. One of them is reported to have said 
that his only objection to training camp 
routine was “too much salute and not enough 
shoot!” 

The Indian is an appreciative fellow, and 
a fundamental principle with him is to pay 
back in kind. If he is injured by another 
man, he will avenge the injury or die in the 
attempt. On the other hand, he never for- 
gets a kindness. 

The American tribes realize that, after 
years and years of shabby treatment at the 
hands of Uncle Sam, they are, under the 
Wilson administration, receiving more near- 
ly a square deal than they ever enjoyed be- 
fore. They’are appreciative; and it makes 
them loyal and interested in the welfare of 
the government that is trying to do some-

thing for them. 

Perhaps that fact accounts, in part at 
least, for the splendid record of patriotism

14n American Soldier’s Grave in France 


By NEWELL DWIGHT HILLIs, Pastor of Plymouth Church.’ 


One August morning I was in the wheat 
fields near Roye, retaken but yesterday by 
the Germans. Somewhere in that field the 
body of a noble American boy was lying. 
He was a graduate of the University of Vir- 
ginia, his mother and his sister had a host 
of friends in my old home city, Chicago. 
Guided by a white-haired priest at last out 
in the wheat we found a little mound with 
a part of a broken aeroplane lying there- 
upon. I pulled the rest of his machine upon 
his grave and learned that when the French 
boys picked him up they found that four 
explosive bullets had struck him while fly- 
ing in the air after his victory over many 
German enemies. With my wife I out a sheaf 
of golden grain and an armful of scariet 
poppies and said a prayer for the boy and 
his mother and his sister. 

Standing there in the rain, 1 wrote a 
letter to those who loved him, saying “When 
you see this head of wheat, say to yourself: 
‘One grain going into the ground shall in 
fifteen summers ripen into bread enough to 


feed the sixteen hundred million of the fam-. 


ily of men.’ When you look at this pressed 
poppy, say: ‘His blood like red rain went to 
the’ root to make the flowers crimson and 
beautiful for all the world.

Need of More Labor on Georgia Farms 
Shown by State Farm Help Specialist 


Showing the great need of more farm 
labor, to make up the deficiency created by 
the draft, J. E. Bodenhamer, farm help 
Specialist, is now urging a ‘‘back-to-the- 
farm’ movement which will prove of the 
greatest assistance to the government in 
winning the war against the Hun. 


“There is no law to conscript labor; the 
government can't create it; shipbuilding and 
other war industries must be speeded to the 
limit,” he says. 

“Shall each county fail to produce her 
share of food? Must the town suffer in busi- 
ness by loss of farm prosperity at a time 
when farm products are so high? 

“In many places all business houses have 
closed for a few days at a time in order that 
every town person fitted for. such work 
might go to farms in the county to help 
cultivate or harvest the crops. 

“Many chambers of commerce have can- 
vassed their towns and counties, listing all 
men of farm experience, securing their 
promise to go when needed, and pledging 
their employers to give them leaves of ab- 
sence for that patriotic work. 

“Many communities and counties are re- 
quiring every loafer and idler to go to work: 
urging every person engaged in work that 
is not of war importance to work on near- 
by farms during rush seasons: organizing 
high school boys; abandoning the Saturday 
half holiday on farms. 


“In order to maintain as nearly as possi- 
ble the normal supply of farm labor, the 
farmer must draw upon other than the usual 
sources. The. most important of these will 
probably be the following: 

“ll. Retired farmers from the small towns 
and villages, especially at the critical periods, 
such as planting and harvesting. 

“2. Merchants and other business 
from the county towns and villages. These 
can usually get away from their business 
for a few days ata time, especially during 
the farmers’ rush seasons, when business is 
very quiet in town. 

“3. Boys of high school age who do not 
normally work on farms. 
“4. Women workers 
lighter work of the farm. 

‘“o. Other workers, especially those who 
have had more or less farm experience, who 
are engaged in less essential industries. 
many of which will no doubt be curtailed if 
the war continues for any length of time. 

“The opportunity of the city and town- 
folks to help the farmer is here. Those who 
can offer their services are requested to 
register their names and addresses with the 
county demonstration agent, or with the 
secretary of the chamber of commerce or 
board of trade, or with the federal state em- 
ployment bureau, wherever there is one. or

“What Comes Out of the War” was the 


title of a lecture given last night at the 
council chamber, City Hall building, by 
Eugene W. Munson, of Los Angeles. He said 
in part as follows: 

“The law of causation is as infallible as 
the law of gravity: in fact, they are the same 
law working in different elements. If this 
is sO we must seek for a cause back of the 
war that is sufficient to account for all of 
the suffering it has brought. 

“There are many immediate causes, those 
little diplomatic events that seem to start 
things going, apparently without any other 
cause, but these are only the electric spark 
that starts the fire, but back of it is the gen- 
erator, and back of the powder is the stored 
energy, and they are the real cause. So is it 
in the world war, the real causes being seat- 
ed in the evils the nations have done each 
other in their evil past: The hatreds, the 
persecutions, the oppressions they have show .- 
ered upon each other and their own peoples 
during hundreds of years in the past, and 
now it is being adjusted; the debts are being 
paid, and the nations are learning as they 
never have before that they cannot steal and 
not have to meet the Judge sooner or later. 
When this is fully realized, as there are 
prospects of it being before this is over, war 
will become a thing of the past. 

“The effect of this new idea upon the 
world can hardly be measured, but great as 
it will be it is not so important as the evolu- 
tionary influence’. the struggle is having 
upon those directly engaged in the fighting, 
as they are going through a purificatory 
process seldom offered to the sons of men.”

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LIGHT ON TUBERCULOSIS. 


The great majority of.us harbor some- 
where in the body, perhaps in a deeply 
lying lymph node, a latent or inactive focus 
of tuberculosis. This infection we have ac- 
quired in infancy, either by direct contact 
with a person who had tuberculosis of the 
lungs, through kissing, or Dy spray or 
droplet infection from some one with a 
“eold” or “cough” or “grip,” so-called, or 
by infection through milk from herds not 
tuberculin tested. The infection probably 
finds its way to the lymph node through the 
tonsils, or in milk infection through the 
intestine. With fair hygienic environment 
the infection remains dormant or quiescent 
indefinitely; we never develop any indica- 
tion of active tuberculosis. If the environ- 
ment is not good, then this almost universal 
latent tuberculosis is likely to light up into 
clinical or active tuberculosis, of the hip 
joint, of some bone, of the Ivmph nodes in 
the neck (“serofula”), of the skin (lupus), 
of the spine (Pott's disedse), of the lung, 
or in fact, any part of the body. 

Tuberculosis is now second only to cardio- 
vascular disease as a destroyer of life. It 
prevails most extensively among people who 
have the least regard for or knowledge of 
ordinary hygiene. 

Tuberculosis is the most curable major 
chronic disease. 

It is always difficult to diagnose in the 
incipient or early stage. One of the most 
valuable aids in the diagnosis of a doubfful 
incipient case is the X-ray picture made by 
a competent X-ray man. 

Heliotherapy—scientifically administered 
sun bathing—is especially valuable in the 
healing of tubercular. sinuses, tubercular 
bone disease, intestinal tuberculosis in chil- 
dren and joint tuberculosis in persons of 
any age. 

In the attempt to make an early diagnosis 
of lung tuberculosis it is absolutely neces- 
sary that the patient shall strip to the 
waist, since the delicate signs to be heard 
in incipient tuberculosis cannot be detected 
by the most experienced expert through the 
clothing. To wait for the. discovery of 
tubercle bacilli in the sputum is a mistake, 
sometimes a disastrous mistake, for the dis- 
ease may have made much progress long be- 
fore any bacilli are given off in expecto- 
ration. Most cases of incipient tuberculosis 
are diagnosed before tubercle bacilli could 
be expected to appear in the sputum, by 
the history, the repeated physical examina- 
tion of the chest, and if necessary the X-ray 
picture.

Country Is Ready for Local 
Taxation for School Purposes 


Editor Constitution: I have been reading 
vour various articles regarding local taxa- 
tion for country schools. Primarily, let me 
say I think you are right; local taxation will 
raise the country schools to the standard of 
city schools. But you seem to labor under a 
delusion in that you seem to think it will be 
a great sacrifice to thus assess loca] taxation 
in rural districts. Such is not the case. The 
wealth of Georgia is not in her cities any 
more. It is in the country districts. 

In 1917 Georgia produced 1,781,500 bales 
of cotton; counting sale of seed, it averaged 
$150 per bale, totaling $267,238,500—wealth 
produced by cotton alone. Add other money 
crops to that and I am sure the total wil! 
run to $500,000,000—wealth created in the 
rural districts of Georgia. Thus the wealth 
created by farmers alone in 1917 was greater 
than the taxable values of Atlanta, Savan- 
nah, Macon, Columbus, Rome, Athens, Au- 
susta and LaGrange. 

The credit system has passed; that 
wealth was net increase. So you see, the 
rural districts are able and willing to pay 
the tax. They are voluntarily doing it in 
many districts. I. myself, am sending my 
16-year-old son to school in the country be- 
cause its standard is better than the town 
school. The board of trustees taxed me $3 
to augment the state fund. He is getting 
much better teaching than is my other gon 
in @ city school. Practically everybody ig 
ready to pay the tax in the country. The city 
population is now the poor population. They 
are worrying about fuel, high cost of living, 
small salaries, etc. The countryman is roast- 
ing before a wood fire, has no heatless Mon- 
day, no wheatless Tuesday or meatless Wed- 
nesday. 

He is only worried about what make of 
automobile to buy, and a tax of 6 milfs or i 
cent would not ruffle a hair on his head. So, 
don't debate the question any more. It ig 
not debatable. 

The farmer wants to educate his children 
and is able and willing to pay for it. Let 
The Constitution go ahead and get it for 
him in the quickest way.

Growth in war business, broader demand 
for civilian goods, improved retail trade, 
further ease in transportation, and excel- 
lent crop reports stand out as the principal 
factors in a budget of encouraging news. 
But governmental! operations, ranging from 
the construction of ordnance plants, ships 
and warehouses down to the buying of the 
most common products, figure to a greater 
extent than heretofore. 

As the gov®érnment. buys, as it continues 
to commandeer goods in being. or in pros- 
pect, various kinds of supplies for non-mil- 
itant consumers necessarily grow scarcer. In 
short, the country’s movements are being 
adjusted to a true war basis, and with few 
signs of friction. Thus it eventuates that 
final distributors, fearing bare shelves, are 
shopping more frequently, are undeterred 
by high prices from buying such quantities 
of staple good as they can acquire, and 
therefore a‘season of the year that usually 
sees midsummer duliness in the larger lines 
now gives off manifestations of unwonted 
activity. 

Sales are far ahead of those made at this 
time in any previous year. Warmer weather 


has stimulated business in seasonable mer-! 
chandise, and it is evident that most of the! 


buying proceeds from the * war-enriched 
classes, whether engage directly or as re- 
placement units, matters little so far as 
spending power goes.

: Pittsburg, Pa, May 19.—Fifty-six 
men are known to be dead, $4 injured 
and in hospitals and 81 employees of 
the Aetna Chemical company are miss- 
ing as a result of the mine explosions 
yesterday which wrecked this compa- 
ny’s manufacturing plant at Oakdale, 
16 miles from this city. 
is the result of the day's investigation 
by state, federal, county and city of- 


-ficials, and of the work of scores of 


men under direction of Coroner Sam- 
uel C. Jameson. .< , 

Throughout the night and all day 
today men were extinguishing small 
fires in the debris and bringing out 
remnants of human bodies. 

In some cases identification was pos- 
sible, but in most of them there was 
nothing to indicate the iderttity. 


Georgtan Among the Dead. 

Among the identified dead is John 
K. Lawhon, 16 years old, of Brooks- 
ville, Fla.; Marshall Amderson, China 
Grove, N. C, and George Christopher, 
Reynolds. Ge. 

All day a biue-brown smoke con- 
| e4 to hang over the rutms, consid- 
erably impeding the work of the 
searchers. Its deadly fumes are feared 
by the residents of the community, 
and only when a slight breeze would 
lift the smoke would searchers be able 
to get close to the various piles of 
debris. For a time the work was im- 
peded further by the thousands of 
sight-seera. Automobiles blocked all 
roads and another company of the state 
constabulary was rushed in automo-

Thousands of persons streamed into 
the temporary morgue all day to view 
the gruesome finds from the ruins, 
and it took a special detail of police to 
keep this morbid element in check. 
There were many there of right, how- 
ever, and some identifications were 
made. Pitiful scenes were on every 
hand and one in particular was when 
Adam Martz, one of the _  coroner’s 
workers in the morgue, collapsed. He 
had found in a bucket a bunch of keys 
and a penknife, which had belonged to 
his gon, who had been employed in the 
plant. 

Two Men Arrested. 


The country today is desolate for 
an area of several miles around the 
plant, where the former beautiful 
green hillsides have been seared and 
burned by the blasts, and fruit and 
shade trees denuded of their foliage. 

Federal officers, representing the de- 
partment of justice, today ordered the 
arrest of two men who were photo- 
graphing the ruins, and who ‘were 
charged by a woman with making “se- 
ditious remarks. A special policeman 
employed by the Aetna Chemical com- 
pany arrested two men early today as 
they were about to hurry away from 
the plant on a motorcycle. The names 
and charges upon which these men are 
detained were withheld pending inves- 


tigation. 


Miss Meryl Aschelman, a graduate 
nurse from St. John’s hospital, who was 


caught in one of the explosions, while 


doing rescue work yesterday, was re- 
ported today to be in a fair ‘way to re- 
cover despite the loss of one leg that 
was blown Off.

They contended 
that they did the work, that they 
contributed nearly $600,000 a year 
to missions, home and foreign, and 
also to education, and that they 
were entitled to be appointed as 
other laymen, not of their gender, 
to these offices simply as a recog- 
nition of service and justice. 

But the men were firm, and they: 
were: all at once determined to 
grant the petition. So on Monday 
of last week these unfortunate 
women were obliged to sit in the 
galleries with cold hands and colder 
feet and watoh their bitterest ene- 
mies assist their devoted friends 
vote them laity rights which was to 
deprive them of every office in the 
church. It was diabolical; for it 
requires years and patience bo 
build up a political machine in the 
church. The women will in the 
course of time accomplish that and 
recover the offices they lose now 


and many others besides. But for 
the* present they thave suffered 


an overwhelming defeat For if 
the annual conferences vote them 
laity rights by a three-fourths ma- 
jority, they lose the offices they 
hold. If the conferences fail to vote 
it, they gain nothing and are in 
the same inoccuous relation to the 
Ghurch which they have held since 
1910.

LEFT FOR THE WOMEN. 

They have one very effective 
remedy, but betng women, with 
fixed habits of church service, anda 
natural meekness to men by nature, 
I doubt if they will have the cour- 
age and initiative to rescue them- 
selves and look to God for their 
reward until such:a time as the 
church shall achieve a more homnor- 
able and Christian relation to them. 

Let them become lay members of 
the church and conduct themselves 
like other lay members who are not 
women.

John Dillon, Irish Leader, 
Accused of Issuing “Malev- 
olent Manifesto” — Claim- 
ed That Britain Intends to 


Do Justiceto Ireland. 


London, May 19.—The Observer, com- 
menting on the Irish situation says: 

“A brave step has been taken in Ire- 
land for grave reasons. Friday morn- 
ing Professor de Valera, president of 
the Sinn Fein party, and many other 
extremists of the same organization, 
were arrested. 

“The reason that these avowed 
separatists and pro-Germans have once 
more been in treasonable touch with 
the enemy, -despite the leniency with 
which they were treated after the last 
Dublin outbreak, revolt and sabotage. 

“The reality and seriousness of this 
pro-German plot has been known for 
some time. In view of Admiral von 
Capelle’s assertion that Germany is as- 
sured for years to come of a steady 
supply of U-boats which never cease 
their efforts to get in touch with the 
Sinn Feiners and separatists, this re- 
peated treason must be put down with 
an unflinching hand and prevented 
from recurring. 

Alleged Effort to Mislead America. 

“Americans, with their inborn abhor- 
rence of disloyal anarchism, have hith- 
erto dealt more harshly with pro-Ger- 
man conspirators than we have dealt 
with them on this side of the Atlantic. 
Nevertheless, an organized nationalist 
attempt is being made:to mislead and 
prejudice American gpinion with re- 
gard to the whole irl, situation. This 
attempt will undoubtedly be continued 
unless it is met with stern and cool 
discrimination_across the Atlantic. It 
ean only help to serve Germany’s game 
in the nick of Germany's time. 

John Dillén, the Irish nationalist 
leader, and his friends have made 
themselves responsible for a malevo- 
lent manifesto. It asserts that the 
British government is not sincere in its 
intentions with regard to the home rule 
bill, and that the British policy is fail- 
ing in its promise to Ireland. 

‘These assertions are without truth. 
They are either devoid of knowledge 
or scruple, or spring from that almost 
irradicable habit of passionate mis- 
representation which in every crisis 
plays its perverse bitter part in defeat- 
ing the efforts of the best friends of 
Ireland to do her good. The national- 
ists could have made Ireland one, 
happy and self-governed long ago had 
they the nerve, courage and sense 
enough to embrace their full duty on 
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'oncile two breeds and creeds.

British Policy Styled Honest. 

“We hope that President Wilson and 
the people of the United States wil not 
be misled by John Dillon's manifesto. 
We hope they will set themselves fully 
to understand what the British policy in 
Ireland really is. It is a plain thing 
and an honest thing, and is the only 
thing compatible on the one side with 
the war interests of the allies while on 
the other side, lending steadily to rec- 
Without 
that Ireland, in wasting and barren 
agitation, will plunge from one unset- 
tlement to another, and there will be 
no health in her. 

“The policy of the Lloyd-George g0v- 
ernment is three-fold. It is, first, to 
restore the normal order of the civil- 
ized society: second, to apply gradual- 
ly equal military service as in Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales; third, to 
bring in the home rule bill. 

‘For these purposes Lord French, 4 
famous soldier, proud of his Irish 
blood, and Edward Shortt, a liberal, 
and both home rule advocates, have 
gone to Ireland as lord lieutenant and 
chief secretary. ‘Their primary pur- 
pose is to govern. It is to grapple 
with the separatists, the enemies of all 
efforts at an Irish settlement, and 
those who are advocates of chaos. 

“That is an awkward crux for John 
Dillon. He knows it, and to cover him- 
self on that issue he does something 
else. He actually tries in advance to 
wreck the home rule bill before it can 
be introduced. 

What Is Dillen’s Position? 

“What is John Dillon's own position 
and what is behind his manifesto to 
America? He is, of course, nominally 
for the war, but he will not lift an ef- 
fective finger to help it. He and his 
fellows unconditionally resist the -prin- 
ciples of conscription, though that is a 
matter of federal policy as unquestion- 
ably within the sole competency of the 
imperial parliament on this side of the 
Atlantic as in that of congress on the 
other side. 

“When Mr. Wilson receives the Na- 
tionalists’ representatives will he as« 
them what they are doing to help? Will 
he ask them why, if they repudiate the 
Sinn Fein and disclaim the devil, they 
hold so many candles to the devil? 
Will he ask them what they are doing 
to conciliate protestantism in the north 
of Ireland, whence President Wilson de- 
rives his origin, and to draw breeds and 
creeds together to make a nation which 
without that must be forever unmade? 

“John Dillon and his friends are only 
adding so far to every single difficulty 
of the situation. 

“While the Lloyd-George government, 
on the one hand, has to face stubborn 
opposition from the Irish unionists to 
any form of home rule, because they 
believe it would be bad for their coun- 
try and are strengthened in that belie; 
iby all the recent lawlessness and dis- 
loyalty on the other hand, the cabinet 
gets no constructive assistance what- 
ever from» the nationalist advocates of 
self-government. Not in the impracti- 
cable temper which the nationalists now 
are showing—a temper equally imprac- 
ticable, both on conscription and home 
rule—could the American constitution 


have ever been framed or a settlement 
reached in South Africa. 


Home Rule Bill Being Prepared. 


“The preparation of the home rule 
bill is in active progress. Time is re- 
quired that it may be framed@with wise 
and liberal statesmanship. Again, it is 
certain that a federal system of home 
rule will have to be applied to the 
whole United Kingdom. Otherwise, the 
whole legislative machine will break 
down utterly and the enormous tasks 
of reconstruction after the war can nev- 
er be efficiently carried on. 

“That reconstruction must involve 
every single interest of social, econom- 
ic and political concern. The imperial 
parliament cannot do it all. 

“The British ministry must have a 
certain time in which to restore po- 
litical security in Ireland, to frame its 
home rule bill, to create a cooler at- 
mosphere and to advance steadily to- 
wards equal service. 

“The nationalists will be confronted 
with the responsibility of modifying 
their attitude or proving that they are 
incredible wreckers of the whole com- 
prehensive policy which alone can make 
Ireland one. Fair play for Great Brit- 
ain and her government is necessary. 

“This matter is as much to America's 
own interests as ours. The pro-Ger- 
man conspiracy in Ireland endangers in 
obvious ways the safety of American 
transports. We are confident that the 
millions of American sympathizers with 
Ireland will credit the ‘Bnglish policy 
toward that country with those quaii- 
ties which, by admission of the radica! 
press, Austen Chamberlain's speech 
showed the other day—the large-mind- 
ed outlook, the spirit of high-minded 
justice and the unswerving good faith 
on home frule. It is lamentable that

BY AMERICAN IRISH 


For Arrest of Sinn Fein 
Leaders—Pro-German Plot 


tion With Over a Million 
Signatures for Wilson. 


New York, May 19.—Arrest of 500 
Sinn Feiners for alleged complicity in 
a German plot to invade Ireland was 
branded by resolution as a “high-hand 
outrage without the smallest. iota of 
evidence to support it,” and by speak- 
ers as a ‘“frame-up’” by the British gov- 
ernment “to orush the cause of Irish 
freedom,” at the closing session of the 
Irish race convention here tonight. 

The convention citing its petition of 
yesterday to the president and congress 
to use their influence with England 
for the granting of “self-determination 
to Ireland,” adopted resolution appea!- 
ing to “the generous, just, fair-minded, 
liberty-loving American people for sym- 
pathy and support” for Ireland's fight 
against “foreign rule.” The resolutions 
termed the arrests of Sinn Fein leaders 
as part of a “reign of terror” and an 
outrage on the “rights of a people.” 

Great Britain was blamed in the res- 
olutions for “destruction of Ireland’s 
industries and reduction of her popu- 
lation by half by misgovernment of 
her population.” British agents, said 
the document, had carried on “a cam- 
paign of falsehood and calumny, the 
most disgraceful in American history, 
in a portion of the American press for 
the purpose of preventing any action 
favorable to the cause of Irish lib- 
erty by our government.” 

The petition to the president and 
congress, which has more than 1,000,000 
signatures, and the resolution adopted 
today will be taken immediately to 
Washington by a committee of fifty, 
it was announced. 

“General” Liam Mellowes, who was 
prominent in the Easter rebellion of 
1916, said that Field Magshal French, 
lord lieutenant of Ireland, “was sent to 
Ireland to retrieve the military repu- 
tation he lost in France, and Ghurkas 
are now in Ireland to shoot down the 
defenseless Irish people for this pur- 
pose.”” He predicted that Ireland will 
not submit to conscription, and that “if 
there is bloodshed in Ireland this time, 
not only men but women will partici- 
pate.” 

He characterized the reports of a 
pro-German conspiracy in Ireland, 
fiven out by the British government, 
as a “frame-up,”’ a statement which 
was seconded by. John Devoy, Mrs. 
Sheey Skeffingten and other speakers. 

“The Irish people are not going into 
open imsurrection; they can’t,’’ Devoy 
asserted. “They have neither arms nor 
munitions. We have on their own 
words what they will do, and that is 
to die at their own doors before they 
+ will fight side by side with England 
in this war.” 

ADVICE TO IRELAND 
FROM GENERAL SMUTS. 

Glascow, Scotland, May 19.—(Via Ot- 
tawa.)—General Jan Christian Smuts, 
minister of defense of the Union of 
South Africa, today was given the de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws by Glasgow uni- 
versity. General Smuts, in his address, 
asked if Ireland was going to be the 
exception to the remainder of the Brit- 
ish empire with regard to the war. 

The law of life, he said, admitted 
no exception, and it was the aim of the 
British empire to solve the Irish prob- 
lem as it had solved the problem in 
South Africa. 

Ireland did not need any peace con- 
ference to have her wrongs ‘Tighted, 
General Smuts added. He advised her 
to go to the highest court of appeal in 
the empire—the imperial conference. 

General Smuts said the British policy 
of freedom and liberty had’ resulted 
wonderously for South Africa, where a 
new nation was being built up. The 
armies of his native country, consisting 
of Briton and Boer, had captured in 
the war more German territory ‘than 
all the other armies of all the allies 
together, and also had distinguished 
themselves on the fields of France. 

General Smuts said he was sure it 
was the mission of the empire which 
had solved the case of South Africa 
to solve the dreary case of Ireland.

CIVILIAN BUYING 
SHOWS INCREASE, 
BUT TRADE IS WARY 


New York, May 19.—The volume of 
cotton goods buying being done for 
civilian punposes has increased some- 
what, yet trading goes on in a very 
careful way in most instances. Print 
cloths and other unfinished goods have 
recovered some of the decline of last 
month, and are being bought more free- 
ly. Government orders continue very 
large, and as they are being apportion- 
ed among mills they are causing a set- 
ting aside of civilian business. 

Dress ginghams and some of the 
finer grades of fancy goods are being 
ordered for the spring season of next 
year. Wide sheetings, pillow tubings 
and other domestics are very firm and 
well gold ahead. Denims are wanted 
by the government in large quantities 
and will be very scarce for civilian pur- 


poses toward the end of this year. 
Many substitutes are being prepared. 
Tickings are scarce in first hands. The 
mills continue to warn agents of ina- 
bility to secure a full production, and 
wage increases are under discussion in 
the large mill centers. 

Export demand is good, but as many 
goods may not be shipped because they 
are wanted at home, the volume of for- 
eign trade is less than a year ago.

PROPOSE CONTROL 
OF STEEL INDUSTRY 


e 

New York, May 19.—Details of the 
steel conference at Washington on Fri- 
day are lacking, but proposals for con- 
trol by the government of the industry 
are said to have been under considera- 
tion. The assumption is that govern- 
ment steel demands are so heavy that | 
the authorities evidently consider dras- 
tic measures necessary. Steel inter- 
ests, however, believe they can meet 
the situation if fully advised of na- 
tional requirements. <A survey of. the 
industry has therefore been ordered, 
under direction of a joint committee of 
board members and steel manufac- 
turers. 

Mills continue to devote their entire 
output to government orders, and out- 
side deliveries are subject to approval 
by the director of steel supplies. It is 
estimated that at the present rate the 
ingot output this year will exceed 43,- 
600,000 tons, against approximately 42,- 
200,000 tons last year. 

The production of coke has been 
brought up to oven capacity by in- 
creasing the supply of cars, and the 
out-turn of iron is expected to be un- 
usually heavy. It is more than doubt- 
ful, however, if after government re- 
quirements are met there will be a suf- 
ficient surplus for commercial pur- 
poses. 

The out-turn of smelted copper has 
been ample, but there is a shortage of 
refined metal which has caused some 
inconvenience to consumers. Lead con- 
tinues in moderate demand, and the 
tone of the market is firm at from 7 
to 7.10 cents in New York. 

For the first time in months banks 
and English tin have been offered here 
As a. result the Chinese position has 
weakened, and the price has fallen to 
the basis of $1.05 for spot and 95% to 
96c for shipments.

“And in ‘this deception it will ‘pnos- 
per.’ Thousands will be deceived by 
it. Thousands will accept it as the 
genuine. ‘They will live and die in its 
fold, and dying will stitl believe it to 
be the genuine instead of the false. 
Psusands, yea, millions, will give to 
it their allegiance, thinking thereby 
But during its 
entire history it is never anything else 
but a mammoth deception. 

“It will replace the ‘true sanctuary 
which the Lord pitched and not man, 
with a false and counterfeit sanctuary 
which man pitched and not the Lord. 
For the priesthood of Christ it will sub- 
stitute the counterfeit priesthood of 
sinful, erring men. It will crowd Christ 
out of the way as Savior, Mediator and 
Advocate, by substituting His human 
mother. It will bow down to a coun- 
terfeit god-made_ by a counterfeit 
priesthood.

Washington, May 19.—The army cas- 
ualty list issued today contained 59 
names, divided as follows: 

Killed in action, 4; died of wounds, 
4; died of accidents, 2: died of disease, 


; wounded severely, 36; wounded 
slightly, 6; missing in action, 4. 

Lieutenant Robert B. Rhett, of Sum- 
merville, S. C., previously reported 
missing, is shown by the list to be a 
prisoner #m the hands of the Germans. 
Lieutenant Jefferson DPD. Vincent, of 
Buffalo, who died of accident, is the 
only other officer named. 

Besides Lieutenant Rhett, the follow- 
ing southern men are in the list: Died 
of wounds—Sergeant William Bell, Jr., 
96 Woodson street, Atlanta. Died of 
disease—Privates Jesse Chaney, Green- 
ville, S. C., and Thomas L. Walker, 
Crewe, Va. 

Wounded slightly—Private Albert A. 
Lowdermilk, Morganton, N. C. Missing 
in action: Master Engineer’ Senior 
Grade George L. Mackay, Ocala, Fla. 

Charleston, S. C., May 19.—Lieutenant 
Robert Barnwell Rhett has been for 
more than six months with the British 
medical corps in France. He was taken 
a prisoner by the Germans during the 
German drive toward Amiens late in 
March and through the Red Cross 
members of the family were definitely 
informed that the young surgeon was 
in the hands of the enemy. He was 
captured, according to a letter from 
the colonel commanding the regiment 
with which Lieutenant Rhett was, while 
attending to the allied wounded.
